Senate Judiciary Committee to 
Act on Clark LocalOption Bill 


OVKRHTtJOT. 
A writer in the Ohio Educational 
Monthly says: In our own schools for 
a normal child the time required for 
school duties is as follows: In the pri 
mary grades only one-seventh of the 
child's waking hours in eaoh year; in 
the grammar grades one-fifth of the 
waking hours, and in the high school 
one-fourth. These figures are based on 
an allowance of nine hoars daily for 
sleep. Holidays are deducted, not recess 
time. 
For the upper grammar grades 
one hour of home study is included and 
two hours of home study in the high 
school. Over study will continue as 
long aa parents insist upon pressing 
their children forward, either beoanse 
they wish them to keep pace with their 
neighbor children or because they desire 
to get them through school as rapidly as 
possible so they can be pnt to work and 
earning wages. That too many studies 
are pursued, as asserted by Editor Bok, 
of the Ladies' Home Journal, this 
writer olaims, is not a cause of over 
study. 
Instead, by adding variety, it 
gives zest to the studies 
Improper 
hours aud distractions outside of Behoot 
do more harm than overstudy, although 
the evil effects are sometimes attributed 
to too muoh study. The co operation of 
parents with teachers would obviate 
most of the overstudy. 
Superintendent R. E. Bayman fully 
concurs with the opinions expressed by 
the writer in the Monthly. 
He says 
children are frequently overburdened 
ontside of school, aud that, taken in 
connection with their school work, does 
overwork them and the school gets the 
credit. 
Getting an education is not un- 
ike getting anything else in this world, 
^requires time and effort in order to 
succeed. 
It would be well, Mr Ray 
man adds, for Mr. Bok to consider some 
of these practical features that really ex 
ist in practical work, which, of course, 
he does not know anything about, not 
having had the experience.

Mr. Clark, author of the bill, 
said it was merely designed to give the

was no Infringement of personal liberty, 
but rather an amplification of it. 
The opponents of the bill devoted 
most of their time to attacking pro 
hibition, which, they said, was the ulti­ 
mate aim of the Clark bill. They talked 
about the property rights of the liquor 
trade aud the outrage of robbing the 
poor man of his "club." They also 
claimed that the bill was nnoonstitn- 
tional, but failed to prove it. 
Mr. Todd, state lecturer for the farm­ 
ers' institutes, declared that the farmers 
were heartily in favor of the bill. Those 
who spoke in favor of the bill were Gen­ 
eral Hurst, Chillicothe; Philip Roentin- 
ger, of Cincinnati, aud Messrs. Clark 
and Todd.

This city is to have an up-to date po 
lice force with the beginning of the new 
administration. 
Councilmen Peach, Marshall, Ash- 
tough, Seckerson and Fisher met last 
evening at city hall and prepared some 
new rules for the government of the 
police force. The roles will be submitted 
at the next regolar meeting of council 
and will be adopted, in order that they 
may go into effect with the coming ad­ 
ministration. They are as follows: 
Sub division 2. rule I—-"It is required 
that every person required to serve on 
the police force shall be able to read and 
write the English language; that they 
shall be citizens of the United States 
and residents of the city of East Liver­ 
pool. They must be over 21 years of 
age, and measure not less than 5 feet IO 
inches or weighing not less than 160 
pounds, and must be of good health, 
good moral character, steady habits aud 


sound body." 
Section 12, sub-division of the rules 
sud regulations for the government of 
the police fores, is amended to read as 
follows: 
"That the chief of police shall wear a 
aniform consisting of regulation cap of 
dark navy blue, to have one half inch of 
gold band around and also to have shield 
of office on the front of cap. Uniform 
to consist of frock coat to be within 
three inches of knee, with doable row 
brass buttons on front of coat and one 
half inch band of gold braid on should­ 
ers of coat, also around each sleeve, and 
he shall wear badge of office on left 
breast of ooter garment. 
"The uniform of police shall consist, 
of navy blue frock coat, to be buttoned 
to neck and to be within three inches of 
knee, single row of buttons and helmet- 


to be worn in belts on outside of coat. 
Police shall also keep uniforms neat aud 
clean and also have shoes blackened. 
Any officer who shall appear on duty 
without observing the foregoing regula­ 
tions shall be suspended by either the 
mayor or the marshal for the period of 
two weeks without pay, and it shall be 
the duty of the mayor and the marshal 
to enforce this rule to the letter." 
The rules are signed by G. W. Ash- 
haugh and A. L. Seckerson, of the police 
committee.

later It was found that Veder didn’t 
have a clear title to the land in Beaver 
county that he had traded for property 
in Tennessee, as his wife had sued him 
for non support and obtained judgment. 
Veder claimed that hts land was worth 
more than the doctor's and wanted 
$1.600 damages, while the doctor asked 
that the sale be set aside 
After the 
death of Doctor Ikirt the case was car­ 
ried on by his exeootors, and in the 
coart of chancery of Coffee county, Ten­ 
nessee, Veder was restrained from en­ 
tering a snit for damages, but the court 
would not set aside the sale. The court 
of appeals reversed the decision and set 
aside the sale and the supreme court 
sustained the decision, meaning a com­ 
plete victory for the executors of the 
estate. 
A. H. Clark and George S. 
Ramsey were the attorneys in the case, 
and the litigation is of particular Interest 
to people in this city.

beloved, f ie was the oldest member of 
the house, both in length of scrvico and 
in continuous service. 
As such it was 
his duty to swear in 
tho incoming 
speaker at the opening of each ac ogress. 
His onlv appearance In the house ’ his ses­ 
sion was when he made a s|*e< tai trip from 
Philadelphia at the ensuing of the session 
In December, to administer the oath to 
Hpoakor Henderson. 
He was then in a 
feeble condition, and his eyesight was so 
poor that John T. Chauncey, one of the 
oldest employes of the house, was obliged 
to prompt him while he read the oath to 
General Henderson. 
Mr. Harmer seldom 


•ervioe, but he was 
an active com m ittee 
worker, popular 
personally, and exorcised 
much Influence in a quiet way. His death 
makes G eneral H enry Bingham, of Pennsyl­ 
vania, the •‘Father of tho House.” He began 
his service In th e Forty-sixth co n g rid , and inn 
served continuously for 
30 years. Both in 
length and priority of sendee Mr. Bingham is 
exceeded by Mr-. Cannon, of Illinois, chairm an 
of th** appropriations committee, who was first 
elected to the Forty-third congn'ss, and who is 
serving his th irteenth term , but his term was

The names of those four members whose rec­ 
ord today belongs to the whole country, and 
for whose memory the people of Philadelphia 
hrve especial affection, Mr. Bingham said, ars 
Judge W. D. Kelley, who was elected to 16 con 
greases and served 39 years; Mr. C has. O’Neil, 
who was elected to 15 congresses and served 28 
years; Mr. Samuel J. Randall, who was elected 
to 14 congresses and servtxl 27 years, and Mr. 
Harmer, likewise elected to 14 congresses, 
and served 27 y«>«rH—in all, UA years of service 
given by theno four distinguish! dead—a record 
un parallel in the history of the country.

L o d fc Advised A bandoning th e Islands 
Squarely or M eet Bach Prob­ 
lem as It Arises. 


W a sh in g t o n, March 8 .— The senate 
seldom accur1 \ to any of its members a 
greater compliment than it gave to Mr. 
Lodge, of Massachusetts, on the occa- 
tfrfmi of the announcement of his speech 


WM th Aguinaldo. Ho denounced »s aljeolutely 
fictitious itll statem ents that A dm iral Dewey 
saluted the Filipino Hag or received Aguinaldo 
with m ilitary honors, or in any way recog­ 
nized t in so-called Filipino governm ent. 
Mr. Lodge presented an extract from a let­ 
ter w ritten by Captain Ooghlan, then of the 
Bait igh, detailing precisely what occurred at 
Bu iii g bay. Captain Ooghlan said: 
"I wish to affirm, 
u h strongly as hum an 
words can do so, th a t Aguinaldo'* people did 
not accompany us, and that they took no part 
w hatever in that capture. 
No one but the ad 
m ind, Lieutenant Brumby, Captain W alker 
and m yself even knew where we were to go. 
We left a t m idnight, w ithout lights of any 
kind, not even signalling, as usual, for perm is­ 
sion to get under way, and uo one knew, ex­ 
cept the flagship and a vessel or tw ' ^ sr us, 
that the vessels (Baleigh and Conc 
had 
moved from their berths. It wiw not known 
until next m orning th at we had gone out of 
sight of our fleet. At this very tim e the so 
ca lied gunboat of Aguinaldo was anchored at 
Cavite, and did not learn of our departure un­ 
til next day al>out noon. We captured G rande 
island about 10:80 rn in. July 7, and no Filipino 
boat of any description appeared nlrout Subig 
bay until th a t evening altout 7 o’clock, when 
the l)ont we had left at Cavite came in and ex­ 
p re ss^ tile greatest surprise a t our capture, 
telling us they had hoped to take p art in the at 
tack.” 
Senator Lodge upheld the president's policy, 
saying it wus "a t once courageous, wise and 
patriotic." He asserted th at the islands under 
American adm inistration would become self­ 
supporting and drew a picture of the com m er­ 
cial possibilities of the Philippines and of the 
advantage they would bo to the United Stab* 
not only on account of their own fertility and 
richness of resource, but because they are the 
gateway for this country to the trade of the 
Orient. 


MASON’S BOER RESOLUTION. 


Said Ha W ould Call It Up Today—Com­ 
plains of Delay. 


W a s h in g t o n , March 8.—In the sen­ 
ate, Mr. Mason (Ills.) gave notioe that 
today, after the morning hour, he would 
enter a motion that the committee on 
foreign relations be discharged from 
further consideration of his resolution 
expressive of the senate’s sympathy for 
the Boers in their struggle with Great 
Britain.

If a majority of the com­ 
mittee is opposed to the resolution, let 
them report it adversely. 
“That would be making some progress. 
I ani satisfied that ho per cent of the 
people of the country ore in sympathy 
with the Boers in their war with Great 
Britain, and I am just as certain that a 
majority of this laxly would favor the 
resolution I introduced. It is the merest 
child’s play for us to sit here and not bo 
able to get a vote upon it.”

Of course this has been th e case only 
to very recent years. 
New York was 
until, say, five years ago aw ay ahead 
of all its rivals as a city of the best 
dressed men. A t th a t tim e if you w ant 
sd to see hundreds of perfectly dress 
sd and perfectly groom ed men engag­ 
ed in doing business all you had to th 
was to tak e an elevated train up town

"Of course you’ll still see slew s of 
thoroughly got up men dow n in the 
Ananda! d istrict of New York, but not 
so many by 75 per cent as form erly. 
On show occasions, such as E aster 
Sunday afternoon. New York will still 
turn out a finely clad batch of men, bu 
I’m not talk in g about show occasions 
sow. 
I’m talking about m en who a n 
well clad year in and y ear out. aud ii 
Is in this respect th at New York has 
fallen Into the ‘also ran ’ list. 
"W hen von m eet tip tow n in New 
York a genuinely sw agger m an—not h 
flashily dressed man, but one w ho is 
thoroughly aud properly rigged 
out 
from his hat to his shoes—you are lia 
tile to tu rn around to get a rear view 
of him, and then the fact is liable lo 
be slowly borne in upon you th at he Is 
some m em ber of a theatrical profes 
aion whom you have seen upon the 
stage.

A badly dressed m an Is one 
who, while having plenty of m eans to 
equip him self w ith a good m ake up. 
hasn’t the taste to do It and therefore 
makes his appearance as a slouch— 
that’s the word for It—slouch. 
A shab­ 
by man is sim ply a m an who is on his 
uppers and m akes no pretensions. 
"The clerks and other m en of very 
moderate Incomes in D enver, men who 
can’t afford to ‘keep in the push’ as far 
as correct dressing goes, don’t make 
any effort w hatever to tog them selves 
out in cheap, dism al im itation of the 
men with plenty of m oney; but, like 
the young w om an in the song, ‘they a1 
ways dress in black.’

Ch Inca* Leather. 
The process by which the Chinese 
leather acquires Its peculiar character 
1stics Is described as follows: 
The skins are put Into tubs contain 
log w ater, saltpeter and salt and afte r 
SO days are taken out, the hair is shav 
ed off aud the skins well w ashed in 
spring w ater. 
Each hide Is then cut u | 
Into three pieces aud well steam ed. 
which is done by passing them several 
tim es backw ard and forw ard over a 
steam ing oven. 
F urther, each piece Is 
stretched out separately over a flat 
board and secured with nails, so as to 
dry gradually and thoroughly In the 
sun. 
The sm oke of the oven m akes 
the leather black, and if It Is desired 
to have It of a yellow appearance It Is 
rubbed over with w ater in which the 
fruit of the so called wongchee tree has 
been soaked. 
O f the offal glue Is m ade by heating 
It In pans for 12 hours over a slow fire, 
and the glue so obtained is poured Into 
rough earthen vessels, w ^ .re It re­ 
m ains three days In order to coagulate. 
The solid m ass Is cut into pieces w ith 
sharp knives aud carefully laid upon 
gratinglike tray s to dry, the tim e taken 
in drying varying from 5 days, w ith a 
northw est wind, to 30 or 40 days w ith 
a southw est.—Boston T ranscript.

Conflagration in B etail Drygoods District 
in Philadelphia. 


P h il a d e l p h ia , March 8 .— A fire en­ 
tailing an estimated loss of over $700,- 
000 occurred in the retail drygoods dis­ 
trict. Tho conflagration originated iii 
the engine room of Shoneman Brothers’ 
drvgnods and millinery store at Eighth 
and Arch streets.

O V E R STU D Y . 
A writer in the Ohio Educational 
Monthly says: In oar own sohools for 
a normal child the time required for 
school duties is as follows: In the pri­ 
mary grades only one-seventh of the 
child’s waking hoars in each year; in 
tbe grammar grades one-fifth of tbe 
waking boars, and in the high school 
one-fourth. These figures are based on 
an allowance of nine hours daily for 
sleep. Holidays are deducted, not recess 
time. For the upper grammar grades 
one hour of home study is included and 
two hoars of home study in the high 
school. Over study will continue as 
long as parents insist upon pressing 
their children forward, either because 
they wish them to keep pace with their 
neighbor children or because they desire 
to get them through school as rapidly as 
possible so they oan be put to work and 
earning wages. That too many studies 
are pursued, as asserted by Editor Bok, 
of tbe Ladies' Home Journal, this 
writer olaims, is not a cause of over 
study. Instead, bv adding variety, it 
gives zest to the studies 
Improper 
hoars and distractions outside of school 
do more harm than overstudy, although 
the evil effects are sometimes attributed 
to too mach study. The co operation of 
parents with teachers woald obviate 
most of the overstndy. 
Superintendent R. E. Bayman fully 
concurs with the opinions expressed by 
the writer in the Monthly. 
He says 
children are frequently overburdened 
outside of school, and that, taken in 
connection with their school work, does 
overwork them and the school gets the 
credit. 
Getting au education is not un 
like getting anything else in this world. 
It requires time and effort in order to 
sncoeed. 
It would be well, Mr. Ray 
man adds, for Mr. Bok to consider some 
of these practical features that really ex 
ist in practical work, which, of coarse, 
he does not kuow anything about, not 
having had the experience.

C olum bus, March 8 — I Special]—1The 
senate judiciary committee has heard 
arguments for and against the Clark 
local option bill, and it oan now be 
asserted with reasonable positiveness 
that the committee, when it takes action 
next week, will report it without a re­ 
commendation as it came from the house 
and that the senate will pass the bill 
finally aa it stands. Eighteen senators, 
three of a majority, are oertain for the 
measure. 
At the hearing every point made by 
the supporters of the bill was warmly 
applauded by the large audience, while 
the remark* of the opponents were re­ 
ceived with silence and incredulous 
smiles. 
Mr. Clark, author of the bill, 
said it was merely designed to give the 
residents of wards and districts the 
power to say whether or not they wanted 
saloons within their districts, 
There 
was no infringement of personal liberty, 
but rather an amplification of it. 
The opponents of the bill devoted 
most of their time to attacking pro 
hibition, which, they said, was the aith 
mate aim of the Clark bill. They talked 
about the property rights of the liquor 
trade and the outrage of robbing the 
poor man of his "dub." They also 
claimed that the bill was unconstitu­ 
tional, but failed to prove it.

Last N ight's M eeting. 


Thia city is to have an up*to date po­ 
llee force with the beginuiugof the new 
administration. 


Councilmen Peach, Marshall, Ash- 
tough, Seokerson and Fisher met last 
atoning at city hall and prepared some 
sew roles for the goternmenl of the 
police force. The roles will be submitted 
at the next regular meeting of council 
and will be adopted, in order that they 
may go into effect with the coming ad­ 
ministration, They are as follows: 


Sub division 2. role I—“It is required 
that etery person required to serve on 
the police force shall be able to read and 
write the English language; that they 
shall be citizens of the United States 
and residents of the city of East Liver­ 
pool. They must be over 21 years of 
age, and measure not less than 5 feet IO 
inches or weighing not less than 160 
pounds, and must be of good health, 
good moral character, steady habits and 
sound body.'* 
Section 12, sub-division of the rules 
sod regulations for the government of 
the polio# force, is amended to read as 
follows: 
“That the chief of police shall wear a 
•niform consisting of regulation cap of 
dark navy bine, to have one half inch of 
gold band around and also to have shield 
of office on the front of cap. Uniform 
to consist of frock coat to be within 
three inohes of knee, with double row 
brass buttons on front of coat and one 
half inch band of gold braid on should­ 
ers of coat, also around each sleeve, and 
he shall wear badge of office on left 
breast of ooter garment. 
“The nniform of police shall consist 
of navy bine frock coat, to be buttoned 
to neck and to be within three inches of 
knee, single row of bnttons and helmet- 


hat to be of dark navy blue, with shield 
on front of helmet. 
“ The chief of police and officers shall 
at all times while on duty wear full uni­ 
forms, and also wear belts, their clubs 
to be worn in belts on outride of coat. 
Police shall also keep uniforms neat aud 
clean and also have shoes blackened. 
Any officer who shall appear on duty 
without observing the foregoing regula­ 
tions shall be suspended by either the 
mayor or the marshal for the period of 
two weeks without pay, and it shall be 
the duty of the mayor aud the marshal 
to enforce this rule to the letter." 
The rules are signed by G. W. Ash- 
haugh and A. L. Seokerson; of the police 
committee.

Promises are neither action 
uor policy, and in tile form of legislation are a 
grave mistake. Those which involve us in 
pledge* of independence have the additional 
disadvantage of being the one sure means of 
keeping alive war and disorder in the islands. 
lf we must abandon the Philippines, let us 
abandon them frankly. If we mean to turn 
tie rn over to domestic anarchy or foreign con­ 
trol, let us do it squarely. If we are to retain 
them, Let us deal manfully with the problems 
»a they arise. 
We accept the fact that the Pni’tDplne isl­ 
and* are our* today int'' dint we are responsi­ 
ble for them before the ». orld. The next fact 
Is that thero is a war tn those inlands, which,

The blind chaplain, in 
his invocation, referred feelingly to the loss the 
house and the country had sustained. Upon the 
request of Mr. Mann, of Illinois, in charge of 
the Aldrich Robbins contested election case, 
which was to have been voted upon, the vote 
was postponed until today, to allow the house 
to adjourn out of respect to Mr. Ilariuer’s 
memory. 
Mr. Overstreet, of Indiana, in charge of the 
conference report upon the financial bill, pre- 
aented the report to the house and said he 
would call up the report at the earliest possible 
moment.

The names of those four members whose rec­ 
ord today belongs to the whole country, and 
for whose memory the people of Philadelphia 
hrve especial affection, Mr. Bingham said, are 
Judge W. D. Kelley, who was elected to 16 con­ 
gresses aad served SJO years; Mr. Chn*. O’Neil, 
who was elected to 16 congresses anti served 28 
years; Mr. Samuel J. Randall, who waa elected 
to 14 oongn>sse« and served 27 years, and Mr. 
Harmer, likewise elected to 14 congresses, 
and served 27 years—in all, 119 years of service 
given by these four diHtinguincd dead—a record 
unparaihd in the history of the country.

TO THE FILIPINOS.

W a sh in g to n, M arch 8.—T he senate 
seldom acoor*’ > to an y of its m em bers a 
g re ater com plim ent th a n it gave to M r. 
Lodge, of M assachusetts, on th e occa­ 
sion of th e announcem ent of his speech 


gum ilia fighting and brigandage. Our iinmedi 
at** duty, therefore, is to mppres* this disorder, 
put an end to fighting and restore peace and or­ 
der. That is what we arc doing. That is all we 
are culled upon to do in order to meet the de- 
mantis of the living present. 
Beyond this we 
ought not to go by a legislative act, except to 
make such provision that there may be no de­ 
lay in re « -•tublislnng civil government when 
the war ends. 
Mr. Lodge quoted official documents and cor­ 
respondence in support of bis contention that 
Dewey en tut * d into no political entanglements 
with Aguinaldo. He den* unci <1 as alieolutely 
fictitious all statem ents that Admiral Dewey 
saluted t he Filipino flag or received Aguinaldo 
with military honors, or in any way recog­ 
nized tin so-cnll'si Filipino government. 
Mr. Lodge presented an extract from a let­ 
ter written by Captain Cog blan, then of tile 
Raleigh, detailing precisely what occurred at 
Kubig liny. Captain Coghlan said: 
•‘I wish t«> affirm, as strongly as human 
words can do so, that Aguinaldo’* people did 
not aecoinpany us. and that they took no part 
whatever in that capture. 
No one but the ad­ 
miral, Lieutenant Brumby, Captain Walker 
mid myself even knew where we were to go. 
We left at midnight, without lights of any 
kind, not even signalling, as usual, for permis­ 
sion to get under way, and no one knew, ex­ 
cept the flagship and a vessel or twr ^ ir us, 
that tile vessels (Raleigh and Conc 
had 
moved from their berths. It was no', know*a 
until next morning that we had gone out of 
sight of our fleet. At this very time the so­ 
called gunboat of Aguinaldo was anchored at 
Cavite, and did not learn of our departure un­ 
til next day nlxiut noon. We captured Grande 
island about lo ilk) a. rn. July 7, and no Filipino 
bout of any description appeared alxrnt Bubig 
bay until that evening alxmt 7 o'clock, when 
the boat we had left at Cavite came in and ex­ 
pressed tile greatest surprise at our capture, 
telling us they had hoped to take part in the a t­ 
tack.” 
Senator Lodge upheld the president’s policy, 
saying it was “at once courageous, wise and 
patriotic." He asserted that the islands under 
American administration would become self­ 
supporting and drew a picture of the commer­ 
cial possibilities of the Philippines and of the 
advantage they would bo to the United States 
not only on account of their own fertility and 
richness of resource, but because they are the 
gateway for this country to the trade of the 
Orient.

ord er o f t h e c itie s IN WHICH I 
THEY MOST ABOUND. 


An E x p e r t Says Denver Heads the 
List. With San Francisco Second* 
Chicago Third, Washington Fourth* 
and Blew York Trails Along Filth. 


*Td probably be discharged, mobbed 
tad have all sorts of tbiugs happeu to 
■ie lf I said ibis over in the big towu, 
but I can name you at least four Amor* 
lean cities the lueu of which are bet­ 
ter dressed year in and year out than 
the men of New York,” said a man 
who travels for a New York merchant 
tailor's supply house and whose terri­ 
tory is the whole continent. “I’ll name 
them in the order of their standing as 
communities inhabited by the best 
tow ed men: Denver, San Francisco, 
Chicago and Washington. 
How do I 
ftgure it? Just according to the rule 
et sight, that’s all. I don’t profess to 
know much about Egyptology, but I do 
know a well dressed man when I see 
him. 
“Mind* I don't say that all of the 
men of those four cities ara better 
dressed than all of the men Ou New 
York, but I do maintain and say any 
Impartial man who knows the four 
towns mentioned as they are now will 
uphold me in maintaining that in ratio 
to their respective populations the men 
of Denver, San Francisco, Chicago aud 
Washington 
are very 
much 
better 
dressed than are the men of New York. 
Of course this has been the case only 
Id very recent years. 
New York was 
anti!, say, five years ago away ahead 
of all its rivals as a city of the besi 
dressed men. At that time if you want 
cd to see hundreds of perfectly dress­ 
ed and perfectly groomed men engag­ 
ed In doing business all you bad to do 
was to take an elevated train up town 
to the neighborhood of IO o’clock in the 
morning and watch the men, young, 
middle aged and old. who boarded tis1 
train for the down town financial dis 
trict 
“Of course you’ll still see slews of 
thoroughly got up men down in the 
Ananda] district of New York, but nol 
so many by 75 per cent as formerly. 
On show occasions, such as Easter 
Sunday afternoon. New York will still 
turn out a finely clad batch of men, bu- 
I'm not talking about show occasions 
sow. I’m talking about men who ar* 
well clad year in and year out, and ii 
Is in this respect that New York has 
fallen Into the ‘also ran’ list 
“When you meet up town in New 
York a genuinely swagger man—not a 
flashily dressed man, but one w ho is 
thoroughly and properly rigged 
out 
from his hat to bis shoes—you are La 
hie to turn around to get a rear view 
of him, and then the fact is liable to 
be slowly borne in upon you that be is 
some member of a theatrical profes 
Bion whom you have seen upon th** 
stage. There are still plenty of flash! 
ly dressed men circulating around New 
York, but a flashily dressed man never 
will be a well dressed man. 
“The reason why the men of Denver 
ere such it well dressed lot isn't entire 
ly clear to me. 
It can’t be especially 
because there are so many well off men 
in that towu, because there are myri 
ails of well off men In New’ York. 
Maybe it is because, in proportion to 
the population, there are probably 
more men with large incomes in Den 
*rr than in any city on the continent, 
not excepting Helena, that used to 
bear that distinction. 
You scarcely 
ever see a badly dressed or an over 
dressed man in Denver. 
Shabby men 
there are in plenty, of course, but I 
don’t call a shabby man a badly dress­ 
ed man. 
A badly dressed man Is one 
*bo, while having plenty of means to 
equip himself with a good make up, 
hasn’t the taste to do It and therefore 
makes his appearance as a slouch— 
that’s the word for it—slouch. A shab­ 


b y man is simply a man who is o d bls 
uppers and makes no pretensions. 
“The clerks and other men of very 
moderate incomes in Denver, men who 
can’t afford to ‘keep in the push’ as far 
as correct dressing goes, don’t make 
aby effort whatever to tog themselves 
©ct in cheap, dismal imitation of the 
men with plenty of money; but, like 
the young woman in the song, ‘they al 
^ays dress in black.’ 
The business 
men who run plants of their own. how­ 
ever, seem to pay just as much attern 
t-1 n to the job of getting themselves 
feauy for business on weekday morn 
mgs as they clo to the task of arraying 
themselves 
for 
social functions or 
* 
r!’n?r aPPearances. 
Easterners who have gone out. to 
the coast have often commented upon 
e swellnes8 of the average well fixed 


Ran Francisco man rn tne matter or 
clothes. The Snu Francisco man with 
an income certainly gets himself up 
‘proper.’ as we say, and he’s got the 
right kind of a make up for every oc­ 
casion^ Take the race tracks around 
Ran Francisco, for example. 
Every 
man who goes to the races out there 
goes in a regular racing rig. from pad 
dock coat to fieldglass and from the 
top of his flat crowned derby to the 
soles of his ‘downs’ boots, and so do 
the Frisco women, for the matter of 
that. 
Another thing. I’ll venture to 
assert that nine1 out of ten men In San 
Francisco whose incomes are $2,000 a 
year or over rig out in evening clothes 
every night in the year, summer in­ 
cluded. 
A great many more men of 
moderate incomes in Washington don 
evening clothes than men of similar In 
comes in New York. 
The men of 
Washington dress with singular neat 
ness, many with notable elegance. The 
excellence of the Washington average. 
I suppose, is to be accounted for by the 
absence of a large laboring class here.” 
—Washington Post. 


C h in ese L eather. 
The process by which the Chinese 
leather acquires its peculiar character­ 
istics Is described as follows: 
The skins are put into tubs contain 
Ing water, saltpeter and salt and after 
SO days are taken out, the hair is shav­ 
ed off aud the skius well washed in 
spring water. Each hide is then cut up 
Into three pieces and well steamed, 
which is done by passing them several 
times backward and forward over a 
steaming oven. Further, each piece is 
stretched out separately over a flat 
board and secured with nails, so as to 
dry gradually aud thoroughly In the 
sun. 
The smoke of the oven makes 
the leather black, and if it is desired 
to have It of a yellow appearance it Is 
rubbed over with water in which the 
fruit of the so called wongchee tree bas 
been soaked. 
Of the offal glue is made by beating 
It In pans for 12 hours over a slow fire, 
and the glue so obtained Is poured into 
rough earthen vessels, w ^re It re­ 
mains three days In order to coagulate. 
The solid mass Is cut into pieces with 
sharp knives and carefully laid upon 
gratinglike trays to dry. the time taken 
in drying varying from 5 days, with a 
northwest wind, to 30 or 40 days with 
a southwest —Boston Transcript

A writer in the Ohio Educations. 
Monthly says : In onr own schools for 
a normal child the time reqalred for 
school duties is as follows : In the pri 
mary grades only one seventh of the 
child's waking hours in each year; in 
the grammar grades one fifth of the 
waking hours, and in the high school 
one-fourth. 
These figures are based on 
an allowance of nine hours daily for 
sleep. Holidays are deducted, not recess 
time. 
For the upper grammar grades 
one hour of home study is included and 
two hours of home study in the high 
school. Over study will oontinue as 
long as parents insist npon pressing 
their children forward, either because 
they wish them to keep pace with their 
neighbor children or because they desire 
to get them through school as rapidly as 
possible so they can be put to work and 
earning wages. 
That too many studies 
are pursued, as asserted by Editor Bok, 
of the 
Ladies' Home Journal, 
this 
writer claims, is not a cause of over 
study. 
Instead, bv adding variety, it 
gives zest to the studies 
Improper 
hoars aud distractions outside of school 
do more harm than overstudy, although 
the evil effects are sometimes attribnted 
to too much study. 
The oo operation of 
parents with teachers would obviate 
most of the oversfudy. 
Superintendent R. E. Rayman fully 
oonours with the opinions expressed by 
the writer in the Mouthly. 
He says 
children are frequently overburdened 
outside of school, and that, taken in 
connection with their school work, does 
overwork them and the school gets the 
oredit.

C o lu m b u s , March 8 — [Special]—The 
senate judiciary committee has heard 
arguments for and against the Clark 
local option bill, and it can now be 
asserted with reasonable positiveness 
that the committee, when it takes action 
next week, will report it without a re­ 
commendation as it came from the hoose 
and that the senate will pass the bill 
finally as it stands. 
Eighteen senators, 
three of a majority, are certain for the 
measure. 
At the hearing every point made by 
the supporters of the bill was warmly 
applauded by the large audience, while 
the remark* of the opponents were re­ 
ceived with silence and incredulous 
smiles. 
Mr. Clark, author of the bill, 
said it was merely designed to give the 
residents of wards and districts the 
power to say whether or not they wanted 
saloons within their districts, 
There 
was no infringement of personal liberty, 
but rather an amplification of it. 
The opponents of the bill devoted 
most of their time to attacking pro 
hibition, which, they said, was the ulti­ 
mate aim of the Clark bill. They talked 
about the property rights of the liquor 
trade and the outrage of robbing the 
poor man of his "club ” They also 
claimed that the bill was unconstitu­ 
tional, but failed to prove it. 
Mr. Todd, state lecturer for the farm ­ 
ers’ institutes, declared that the farmers 
were heartily in favor of the bill. Those 
who spoke in favor of the bill were Gen­ 
eral Horst, Ohillicotbe; Philip Roentin- 
ger. of Cincinnati, aud Messrs. Clark 
and Todd. 
Those opposing were Judge 
Russell, of Meigs; A. W. Krumin, of 
Columbus, and Attorney Probasco, of 
Cincinnati, representing the liquor in­ 
terests.

"Mind, I don’t say th at all of the 
meo of those four cities ar* better 
dressed than all of the men ok* New 
York, but I do m aintain and say any 
Impartial man who knows the four 
♦owns mentioned as they are now will 
uphold me in m aintaining that in ratio 
lo their respective populations the men 
of Denver, San Francisco, Chicago aud 
Washington 
are very 
much 
better 
dressed than are the men of New YTork. 
Of course this has been the case only 
In very recent years. 
New' York was 
■atli, say, Ave years ago away ahead 
ef all its rivals as a city of the beni 
dressed men. At that tim e if you want 
ed to see hundreds of perfectly dress­ 
ed and perfectly groomed men engag­ 
ed in doing business all you had to dc 
was to take an elevated train up town 
In the neighborhood of IO o’clock in the 
morning and watch the men, young, 
middle aged and old. who boarded tis' 
train for the down town financial dis 
trict 
“Of course you’ll still see slews of 
thoroughly got up men down In the 
Ananda! district of New York, but not 
•o many by 75 per cent as formerly. 
On show occasions, such as Easter 
Sunday afternoon. New York will still 
turn out a finely clad batch of men, bm 
Cm not takeing about show occasions 
sow. I’m talking al>out men who an 
well clad year in aud year out. aud ii 
kl in this respect that New York has 
fallen Into the ‘also ran’ list.

Shabby men

C h i n e s e L e a t h e r . 
The process by which the Chinese 
leather acquires its peculiar character­ 
istics is described as follows: 
The skins are put into tubs contain 
Ing water, saltpeter and salt and after 
30 days are taken out, the hair is shay 
ed off aud the skins well washed in 
spring water. Each hide Is then cut up 
Into three pieces and well steamed. 
which Is <lone by passing them several 
times backward aud forward over a 
steaming oven. 
Further, each piece Is 
stretched out separately over a flat 
board aud secured with nails, so as to 
dry gradually aud thoroughly in the 
sun. 
The smoke of the oven makes 
the leather black, and if it Is desired 
to have it of a yellow appearance It is 
nibbed over with w ater In which the 
fruit of the so called wongchee tree has 
been soaked. 
Of the offal glue Is made by heating 
It in pans for 12 hours over a slow fire, 
and the glue so obtained is poured into 
rough earthen vessels, w..cre It re­ 
mains three days in order to coagulate. 
The solid mass is cut into pieces with 
sharp knives and carefully laid upon 
gratinglike trays to dry, the time taken 
in drying varying from 5 days, with a 
northw est wind, to 30 or 40 days with 
southw est.—Boston T ranscript
